WASHINGTON, Oct. 15 (AP).— 
The Government, using 150 million 
dollars advanced by the Defense 
Supplies Corporation, began buy- 
ing tires from motorists today 
under the program to limit motor- 
fists to five tires per automobile 
when nation-wide gasoline ration- 
ing begins Nov. 22. 

All a prospective seller has to 
do, the Office of Price Administra- 
‘tion explained last night, is to ask 
the nearest office of the Railway 
Express Agency to send a truck to 
pick up his tires. The owner will 
receive a check, or war stamps, to- 
taling, from $1.50 to $11.25, de- 
pending on the size and condition 
of the tire. 

In areas where Railway Express 


does not maintain pick-up service, | 


the tire owner must take the tires 
to the nearest agency office. ODC 
has designated 160 Warehouses 
throughout the country as delivery 
points for the tires, y 

Gasoline rationing coupons, the 
OPA has ruled, will be issued to 
private cars only after the own- 
ers submit seria] numbers of their 
tires and certify they have no more 
than five for each automobile. The 
maximum penalty for false certifi- 
cation isa $10,000 fine and. a 10- 
year prison term,

Says 40 Per Cent of Rail 
Passengers Take Trips 
for Pleasure — Troops 
Impeded. 


BALTIMORE, Oct. 15 (AP).—

travel still is “impeding 
movements and distribution of war 
materials.” 

“We have discovered that 40 per 
cent of the 400,000,000 passengers 
(yearly) on the railroads alone 
still are traveling for pleasure,” he 
said. 

“We had hoped to solve this vol- 
ume, of travel by voluntary meth- 
ods. We've tried to. discourage 
this travel by abolishing passenger 
traffic to conventions, by the elim- 
ination of extra and special sec- 
tions designed for pleasure traffic, 
and by the elimination of little 
used passenger cars. 

“Now it appears our efforts must 
be redoubled.” 

Eastman said gasoline rationing 
contributed to the new load of 
necessary travel and commented: 
“Add to this load an army of 7,- 
500,000 men which is planned for 
the country within the next year 
and you will have a total trans- 
portation load which our present 
facilities eannot meet. 

“Tf this pleasure travel, which is 
impeding troop movements and the 
distribution of war materials, is 
not curtailed, we Will have no 
alternative but rationing of all 
travel.” 

Eastman told the railroaders 
that materials for building new 
rolling stock would be forthcom- 
ing soon ena said the nation’s 
railroads carried 30 per cent 
more freight thus far this year’ 
than last, which at that time was 
a record,

MOSCOW, Oct. 15 °(AP).—The 
Russian Government, contributing 
Premier Stalin’s view on punish- 
ment of Axis war leaders, proposed 
today that a special tribunal un- 
dertake at once to punish “any 
one of the leaders of Fascist Ger- 


many who, in the course of the 
war, has fallen into the hands of 
states fighting against Hitlerite 
Germany.” 

While Rudolf Hess was not 
mentioned specifically in this pas- 
sage of the Russian announcement, 
he seemed to be the most impor- 
tant, if not the only captive Axis 
adherent falling in the category of 
prisoners against whom immediate 
action was sought by Russia. 

Hess, former deputy Fuehrer, has 
been a British prisoner since May 
10, 1941, when he parachuted to 
earth in Scotland, bearing what

The sale price is excessive be- 
cause it includes duplicated prop- 
erty and franchises of the Laclede 
Power Co., which would not be 
needed by Union Electric, it is 
asserted in the city’s brief. 

The brief opposing the plan of 
reorganization of the Laclede Gas 
Light Co, sets forth that the La- 
clede Gas Light Co.’s claimed val- 
ue of 50 million dollars for its 
properties is excessive and there- 
fore improper as a basis for de- 
termining the reasonableness of 
the proposed capital structure, or 
for the purpose of refinancing and 
reorganiaztion. ; 

In the event, however, that the

Willkie Returns to New York to 
Rest After-Strenuous Trip. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 15 (AP).— 
Wendell L. Willkie came home this 
morning after conferring in Wash- 
ington with President Roosevelt on 
the results of his trip to war 
fronts of the United Nations. 

Willkie, who arrived at Pennsyl- 
vania Station at 1:10 a, m., accom- 
panied by Joseph Barnes of the 
Office of War Information, said 
merely that he was fatigued, and 
that he had no further statement 
to make. 

He said he had been “pushing 
hard” for the past seven weeks and 
wanted rest. He said he plans to 
go to his farm in Rushville, Ind., 
for a rest of five or six days after 
pausing here for a day or two.

ONALD DUCK’S flight maneu- 
Devers may be something of a 

military secret this hunting 
season, what with war-time re- 
strictions on weather forecasts not 
to mention areas protected by the 
Coast Guard, but soon or later 
there should be plenty of ducks. 
As the season opened this morn- 
ing at sunrise with the weather 
comparatively warm, the incoming 
flights of northern ducks to this 
section of the country was spotty, 
reports from various places indi- 
cated. 
There were 10,000 birds in the 
vicinity of the Dardenne Shooting 
Club, 30, miles north on the Mis- 
sissippi ver, according to A. T. 
Heintzelman, caretaker. 
“The duck shooting will be good 
for us,” said Heintzelman. “Lots 
of teal, lots of blue wing and mal- 
lards.” 
He estimated that about one- 
third of the number were local 
ducks and the rest had been at- 
tracted by the plentiful water of 
the neighborhood. Total ducks in 
evidence had increased by 20 per 
cent over last year, Heintzelman 
said. 


. Teal Reported Numerous. 


Missouri Conservation agents 
have reported good flights of teal 
along the Missouri migration routes 
since late last month but the main 
flight of waterfowl may be de- 
layed, they said today, until cold 
weather strikes in Canada dnd in 
northern states. 

The State agents predicted only 
fair shooting for opening day but 
they expected considerable num- 
bers of hunters to be in the blinds. 


Along the Hlinois River, the re- 
port was somewhat the opposite. 
Just before the season opened, 
Game’ Technician Frank C. Bell- 
rose Jr. of the Illinois Natural His- 
tory Survey found only about 75,000 
ducks were in the valley, compared 
to 170,000 on opening day last year. 
Generally in Illinois, however, 
hunters may expect “some of the 
best duck shooting in many years,” 
according to Conservation Director 
Livingston E. Osborne. 

“While early reports to the de- 
partment indicate that the major 
migration of ducks from the north 
down along the Mississippi flyway 
has not reached the normally heav- 
iest shooting areas, there are al- 
ready enough mallards, pintails and 
other varieties to insure a good 
opening day for many thousand 
nimrods,” Osborne said. 

Sioux Falls, S. D., reported no 
northern ducks had been seen in 
its locality but added its territory

than it has for 20 years, as a result 
of the “super growing season.” 
Local ducks there were more plen- 
tiful and in “beautiful condition— 
fat and tasty.” 

Ducks or no ducks, the problems 
of a duck hunter will be many this 
fall. Gas rationing and tire re- 
strictions will, of course, affect the 
duck hunter as well as other 
sportsmen. 

In addition to this are the Coast 
Guard protective areas on nav- 
igable rivers, in which hunting is 
prohibited. Hunters will have to 
avoid these areas, a list of which 
is available at all Coast Guard 
Captain of the Port offices. 

Further, because of the war, 
there will be no weather reports 
available to indicate the flight of 
ducks. H. C. Gross of .the United 
States Weather Bureau here said 
for the time being no _ reports 
will be made available and if the 
restrictions are lifted to any ex- 
tent later, the information will be 
so limited as to be of little help. 

The“only break the hunters get 
this season, besides the great in- 
crease in the supply of ducks, will 
be the liberalized Federal regula- 
tions which, among other things, 
give the hunters a 70-day season, 
compared to last year’s 60-day pe- 
riod, 

The season will close in the in- 
termediate zone Dec. 23. 


All Ducks Included. 

For the first time since adoption 
of the Migratory Bird Treaty Act, 
the open seasons apply to ail 
ducks, including the wood duck. 
Daily bag limits are 10 in the ag- 
gregate of all kinds, including not 
more than one wood duck, or more 
than three singly or in the aggre- 
gate of redheads and buffleheads. 

Bag and possession limits are 
unchanged except that the new 
rules make the possession limit on 
the first day of hunting conform 
to the daily bag limit.

Wild waterfowl down is a good 
substitute, but legally unobtainable 
except through co-operation of 
sportsmen. All feathers less than 
two and one-half inches in length 
and plucked dry can be utilized.

They did 
it for days and then for weeks. 

On one of the most terrible days, 

| Nazi bombers made more than 600 

ights over Hell's Elbow in 24 
hours, They concentrated terrific 
artillery fire and then sent in 
tanks and infantry in recurrent 
waves. To any rational-minded 
outsider, it would have seemed that 
the little band on Hell’s Elbow was 
certainly doomed. “Our men never 
gave up a yard of soil,” Guard Col. 
Shafranov said, with the phantom 
of a smile. 

From the first: moment I had 
been struck by Lieut. Col. Polevoi’s 
face. The nose, the cheekbones, 
the jaw, all were sharp: as if chis- 
eled out of granite. It was a 
slightly haggard face, but his gray- 
blue eyes held you whenever he 
spoke.

SIGNS OF NEW. AXIS 
MOVE IN AFRICA 


By MAJ. GEORGE

XIS planes have intensified 
their attacks against Malta, an 
almost infallible sign in the past 
of increased Axis activity on land 
in Africa. Up to this time, it has 
usually been possible for the Ger- 
mans and Italians, if prepared to 
use enough aircraft to neutralize 
British operations from Malta, to 
increase the scale of their deliv- 
eries across the Mediterranean 
while. the attacks continued. 
Whether this will be so now, with 
United Nations air strength in the 
Mediterranean so obviously on the 
increase, is by no means certain. 
Not only are our bombers at- 


tacking Axis shipping in transit, 
but they are striking heavily both 


‘at the ports of arrival, such as 


Bengasi, and the ports of departure 
in Sicily and Greece. It seems 
highly probable that Field Marshal 
Erwin Rommel is again in diffi- 
culties because of his precarious 
supply situation. 


As previously pointed out, Rom- 
mel cannot remain indefinitely 
where he is. His line of communi- 
cations is too long and too difficult. 
He must either get on with his of- 
fensive and eliminate the threat 
to his communications by depriv-jr 
ing the United Nations of the air 
and naval bases from which they 
are striking at them, or he must 
fall back to more easily defensible 
positions where the strain will be 
less because his own lines of com- 
munications will be shorter and 
those of the British longer. 


There is always the additional 
possibility, of course, that Gen. 
Harold Alexander may strike first. 


The case for an Axis offensive 
is probably ‘more persuasive from 
the political than from the military 
point of view. It was one thing 
for Rommel to advance this sum- 
mer, with the Germans striking 
into the Caucasus and 
anxiety reigning in every Allied 
capital as to their chances of suc- 
cess. It is quite another thing for 
Rommel to attempt to advance 
now, with only four German divi- 
sions, with the main German 
armies stalled in front of Stalin- 
grad, with snow falling in the 
Caucasus, and the Russians giving 
signs of passing over to the offen- 
sive along the whole front. But 
the very fact that the Germans ap- 
pear to have failed in Russia, the 
very fact that they may now be 
compélled to retire to defensive po- 
sitioris and admit that they cannot 
take Stalingrad, will urge their 
political leaders to seek a face-sav- 
ing success of some sort elsewhere. 


If Stalingrad must be given up 
so soon after Hitler himself has an- 
nounced that it would be taken, 
obviously Nazi propaganda will 
wish to distract attention from this 
painful fact by a German success 
in Africa. Even if, from the mili- 
tary viewpoint, Rommel’s chances 
fof success are very small—and they 
certainly are not bright—his politi- 
cal superiors may think it worth 
while to take the gamble. If he 
gets through to Alexandria, Sta- 
lingrad has bees offset in the head- 
lines of the world; if he fails, the 
Germans from the propaganda 
viewpoint are not much worse off,

The British moved from west to 
east through the Mediterranean to 
India and Malaya and the China 
Coast, and it was then that they 
founded the empire which Shakes- 
peare and Milton never knew.

This is what Mr. Cressy wrote to Judge Mix: 

I have your very interesting article regarding 

the court plan in Missouri, I am sorry to have 
' to disagree with you on the subject. 

In Connecticut we have always had Judges 
appointed by the Governor for an eight-year 
term, and confirmed by the Legislature. In my 
experience, no Judge of the Superior Court or 
Court of Common Pleas has ever failed of re- 
appointment at the end of the eight-year term. 

All our District Attorneys and Clerks of Court 
are appointed by the Council of Judges of the 
Superior Court. The result has been that our 
courts have been entirely removed from political 
influence. We go into court with no fear that 
the county or State boss will be sitting with the 
attorneys for the opposing side. 

Our District Attorneys, being entirely free 
from the necessity of running for office and 
requiring no grand jury except for capital cases, 
have been able to keep this State remarkably 
free from crime, particularly in view of the 
fact that the City of New York periodically 
drives all ite criminals out of the State. 

These criminals have learned not to come to 
Connecticut. They go to New Jersey, where 

the courts are in the political mixup under 
Mayor Hague, who practically controls the courts 
and. the Prosecuting Attorneys thfoughout the 
State. I am informed that he also sends a con- 
trolling delegation to the State Bar Association, 
preventing any action to remedy this situation. 

I may note that Connecticut has been com- 
mended by three presidents of the American Bar 
Association as having the best judicial system in 


the United States. 
It would seem that the Missouri constitutional 


amendment (non-partisan court plan) ought to 

have a fair trial. 

So it will be perfectly clear to everyone, let it be 
added that the Missouri and Connecticut plans are 
alike in the appointment of the Judges by the 
Governor. They differ, however, in one respect. In 
Connecticut, a Judge must be reappointed by the 
Governor to continue in office at the end of his term. 
Under Missouri’s non-partisan court plan, a Judge, 
at the end of his term, must win a vote of approval 
from the people. The first such voting on Judges 
will be held in Missouri this November. 

If the Missouri plan is “alien and un-American,” 
as the Lauf crowd complains; what is the Connecticut 
system, which three presidents of the American Bar 
Association have described as the best in the country? 

When are the enemies of the non-partisan court 
plan going to give the voters arguments which can 
be weighed and evaluated? 

When are they going to stop sending up smoke 
screens, as the president of the Lawyers’ Association 
continues to do in today’s letter column? 
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| WHY WERE THEY FIRED? 

This week’s School Board meeting was placid as 
compared with some of its predecessors, but there 
was one outburst of heated words, That came in 
discussion of the charge that seven carpenters were 
recently fired by Joseph P. Sullivan, Building Com- 
missioner, because they had testified before the 
board's special Economy Committee during its re- 
cent investigation. .

If it is 
untrue, then Sullivan ought to be cleared of the 
charge. The board’s authority over the Building 
Commissioner is strangely limited but it should at 
least be able to bring out the truth about this 
episode, 
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THE STATE DEPARTMENT SWALLOWS A CAMEL. 

This country’s relations with Argentina and Chile 
have cooled decidedly since Sumner Welles, Acting 
Secretary of State, recently rebuked the two Latin 
American neutrals for the aid their position gave 
Fauna ge There is no record as yet of any voice 
from the State Department criticising theoretically 
neutral Spain for the very active aid it is giving 
the Axis. However, as was shown in a Washington 
dispatch to this newspaper yesterday, the agents 
operating under Franco's passports are a far greater 
menace to our hemisphere’s security than is the role 
played by Argentina and Chile. 

Even if those countries met Washington’s wishes 
by breaking with the Axis, even if they expelled 
every German, Italian and Jap representative, the 
work of espionage and sedition would go on uninter- 
ruptedly through the well-trained agents of Fascist 
Spain. It is going on today in every Latin American 
country, and even within the United States, Spanish 
correspondents here are free to send dispatches 
which provide the Axis with abundant propaganda 
material. Because of this immunity, it is difficult 
to detect those who transmit information about ship 
movements for the guidance of U-boat commanders. 

It is decidedly odd to see our State Department

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FIORELLO PLUNGES IN.

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‘WHY PETRILLO WON HIS, CASE, . : 
The case against James Usesar Petrillo; president 
of the American Federation of Musicians, seemed so 
devastating on its-face that many persons must have 
been astonished to read: that a Federal District Judge 
in Chicago had dismissed the Government's injunc- 
tion suit against him after only a brief hearing. 

Petrillo had forbidden members of his union to 
make recordings to be used on the radio and in pay 
phonographs.. The Government asserted that many 
small broadcasting stations would be put out of busi- 
ness if the edict stood. This certainly seemed “a 
wrongful and unlawful combination and conspiracy 
in restraint of trade,” and therefore a Violation of the 
Anti-Trust Act,:as the Government charged. Then 
why. did Judge John P. Barnes throw the case out 
of court so fast that it made Assistant Attorney 
| ral Thurman Arnold’s head swim? 

A tew words of the Judge’s ruling explain this 
strange outcome: “It is, in my view, a labor con- 
troversy, a labor dispute. ... I cannot see any Way 
around the Hutcheson case... Accordingly, I think 
the motion of the defendant to dismiss must be 
granted.” 

In the Hutcheson case, decided 5 to 2 by the 
United States Supreme Court on Feb. 3, 1941, the 
‘majority opinion by Justice Frankfurter held that 
the Clayton Act made labor unions immune to 
prosecution under the anti-trust laws in cases in- 
volving jurisdictional. strikes, Justice Roberts, dis- 


under the anti-trust laws. The Chicago Judge agreed 
with this interpretation. 

In an editorial on this point last Aug. 4, we said: 
“It would be a dismal spectacle if Petrillo’s dictatorial 
Court itself.” That dismal spectacle is now un- 
sternation of citizens. 

Arnold says the Government will appeal the case. 
Surely it-is not too much ‘to hope that the Supreme 
Court will reverse itself on a doctrine which has 
worked to uphold the power of a labor dictator who 
bars children from the radio and rejects the patriotic 
appeals of Government officials. 
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INSPIRATION FOR A SONG-WRITER. 

Lieut. John E, Flaherty, writing to his parents at 
Wilmington, Del., from somewhere in the Southwest 
Pacific, tells about one of war’s lighter moments. 
When the marines landed on Guadalcanal Island in - 
the Solomons, Flaherty reports, he saw a Jap Ad- 
miral “jump head-first through the wall of his grass 
hut, dressed only in his underwear.” 

This should be sure-fire inspiration for some 
veteran of the first AEF to add another stanza to a 
deathless war song, begining with thd line, “The 
Admiral has lost his pants, parley-voo .. .” 
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NOW THERE’S A KEY PUZZLE. 

No sooner had the vexing problem of the antiquated 
‘cannon on the Capitol grounds been more or less 
settled than another scrap-metal perplexity arises to 
plague State officials. This time, it has to do with 
surplus keys, now being ardently sought in the 
nation-wide salvage hunt because of their valuable 
steel and nickel silver content. 

The State has a lot of old keys lying around. 
They accumulate even more rapidly than in a house- 
hold or office, for new officials often take the canny 
precaution of changing locks when they take over. 
The key problem isn’t a job of digging up titles, how- 
ever, as in the case of the ancient cannon. Accord- 
ing to Robert W. Winn, commissioner of the Board 
of Permanent Seat of Government, the obstacle is 
this: the keys are the property of the entire State, 
which includes 114 counties and the City of St. 
Louis, so it would be improper to give them to the 
Cole County Salvage Committee, which had asked 
for them. Anyhow, they can’t be given away, but 
must be sold. 3 

This brings up a complication which Gov. Don- 
nell never dreamed of when he cautiously ordered 
a check to determine the title to the old cannon. 
When he was satisfied that the ex-German guns 
were State property, the Governor at once ordered 
them sold in toto, and didn’t even contemplate shw- 
ing them up into 115 pieces to satisfy such a quaint 
notion about State property as is now advanced by 
Mr. Winn. This war is a time for bold action, such 
as sending the State’s surplus keys straight to the 
scrap collection before they get hopelessly tangled 
up in red tape, | 
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HOW OUR CONGRESSMEN STOOD. 

The first obstacle Which must be overcome in the 
Senate by the supporters of the Geyer-Pepper anti- 
poll tax bill is an adverse report of a Judiciary sub- | 
committee. The report bore the names of Senators 
Connally of Texas, O’Mahoney of Wyoming and 
Austin of Vermont, the first of whom represents one 
of the eight poll-tax states, 

It does not follow at all that the subcommittee’s 
view is shared by the full Judiciary, Committee, 
which consists of 18 members. How Senator Nor- 
ris, the dean of the committee, stands is well known.

Only three of this State’s 18 Congress- 
men signed the petition which pried the bill out of 
committee. The three were Representatives Sullivan 
and Ploeser of St. Louis and Bennett of Springfield. 
Four more Missourians, Cannon, Nelson, Zimmerman 
and Short, voted in favor of the bill when it came 
to the floor.

OW can one measure the cost of work 

stoppages? In ordinary times, the cost 

of work stoppages is measured by the 
loss to the individual worker in his pay 
envelope and by a reduction in the in- 
come of the business. In time of war, 
especially in a total war when we are 
fighting for our very existence, work stop- 
pages are to be measured by one or both 
of two yardsticks—human blood and hu- 
man lives. Just these two; nothing more. 

I tell you that every stoppage, every 
slowdown, every delay can be* traced 
through the intricate ramifications of the 
production and transportation processes to 
the battle front, and there chalked up in 
lost blood and_lost lives; American blood 
and American lives! 

I know very well the temptation for 
the worker. to rebel and to refuse to pro- 
duce for an unfair or a crooked or an in- 
considerate employer. This situation not 
only faces the man who works with his 
hands, but also the man in the armed 
services and the man in Government serv- 
ice. Every one of us is sometimes called 
upon to swallow a lot. But we.are all 
soldiers in the army of democracy. 

We must achieve unity of command and 
unity of action. Otherwise we will, . with 
the utmost certainty, be obeying the or- 
ders of a foreign master, And never again 
will the door of opportunity be opened to 


| our childen ag it is today and hag been 


since the founding of this country. 
* * * 


I cannot impress too strongly upon you 
the seriousness of the situation. It is so 
serious that you and I and all of us, 
whether we be in the armed forces, in the 
ranks of labor, in Government or in in- 
dustry, must not only refrain from work 
stoppages, slowdowns and strikes, but we 
must also refuse to be incited to strikes 
and stoppages by the action of any em- 
ployer or any other person. 

I know that there are unscrupulous em- 
ployers who Would not shrink ffom pro- 
voking a strike for their own selfish pur- 
poses, even in this time of emergency. 
I would say to them, “We will not quit, we 
will demand our rights and privileges, but 
we will not stop production as long as 
American liberties and the lives of Amer- 
ican men are dependent upon what we are 
doing.” ' 
Whenever you strike, whenever you feel 
like striking, just stop and _ consider, 
“Whom will I harm?” You will certainly 
not hurt the managers of the business, 
whose pay goes on just the same. You 
know that the strike will be settled one 
way or another in a short time and, in 
the meantime, their pay goes on. 

You certainly are not going to hurt the 
owners of the business, who in this time 
of great industrial activity are making am- 
ple profits and can afford the monetary 
er ee eee ee ee ree 
strike. , 
When you strike, you hurt, first and most 
important, the boy on the firing line who 
needs the bullets you are making, and, 
second, yourselves. If you have a grievance, 
bring it out into.the open and lay it on 
the table. You know enough about this 
Government to know that you will get

I have found out, to my sorrow, is just 
another way of going on strike. 

What you fellows should do is to resolve 
that, as long as there is any work to be 
done, you will not allow any private em- 
ployer or any governmental agency, through 
maliciousness or cupidity or stupidity, or 
for any other reason, to incite or pro- 
voke you into stopping work during this 
war. That kind of policy will win you 
public support and will build up a war 
record of which organized labor will for- 
ever be proud. 

The private employer and governmental 
agencies are even more susceptible to the 
force of public opinion ‘than are the labor 
unions. With the public behind you, you 
are going to get a square deal and you 
will be assured of all r legitimate aims. 
There is no_question about that. Such a 
policy is, in my opinion, a statesmanlike 
procedure and would elevate trade union- 
ism to the level of true statesmanship,

I have recently returned from a trip to 
the Western Pacific, If you could go out 
there and see our boys and the conditions 
under which they are living, you would 
never again take any action which would 
deprive them of the things they need. 

I had a chance to talk to some of the 
boys out there who are doing the business, 
and I can tell you what they expect of you 
and of me and of all other Americans who 
are behind the lines. They expect us to 
keep working and producing the things 
they need to fight with. And I am one 
who believes that you fellows are not go- 
ing to let them down. Once you under- 
stand what is at stake and what your pro- 
duction means, I just cannot believe that 
you will ever stop producing! I have that

cob Epstein, the sculptor, in a one 
_ line introduction for the catalogue of ane 
of his exhibitions.

Winter varieties 
are the ones that get “special” 
listing from Oct. 22 through Hal- 
loween, 

This year’s crop of apples is 


year’s. The export market is cut 
off by a global war. Apples, and 
all fruits in fact, can be shipped 
in quantities to our armed forces 
and our allies only in dried and 
canned forms. For all these rea- 
sons, fresh apples are another 
food that we can eat our fill of 
here at home. — 
Easy on Sugar Ration. 

In addition to. their good flavor, 
apples have another welcome 
wedge into wartime meals. Served 
fresh, they need no sweetening at 
all. Cooked, they need only be 
sweetened to taste. And the sweet- 
ening may sometimes be honey or 
syrup to help out on the sugar 
ration, 

If you use raw apples abundant- 
ly, they can contribute a fair 
amount of vitamin C, and small 
amounts of thiamine and riboflavin 
to your diet. The amount of these 
vitamins you'll get depends upon 
apple varieties, how and how long 
the apples were stored. Cooking, 
of course, destroys much of the 
vitamin content. Recent experi- 
ments made show that vitamin C 
is concentrated in the peel of ap- 
ples. This, too, varies among dif- 
ferent varieties. 

In addition, the apple in the diet 
has other merits. It is’ well digest- 
ed by most persons. And it ap- 

pears to be a good conditioner of 
the intestinal tract. 

Every homemaker who wants 
100 per cent success with her ap- 
ple dishes needs a self-taught 
course in apple varieties and their 
uses. In every section of the coun- 
try, throughout the winter, there

;|ing fresh out of hand, some equal- 


ly good for all purposes. 

No matter how often you intend 
to work victory food special ap- 
ples into your meals, you needn’t 
be at a loss for ways to serve 
them.

Add a 
few grains of salt and serve hot to 
bring out the good apple flavor 
and the sweetness. 

Baked Apples. 

Fors a simple dessert, wash 
apples, core them but do not cut 
through the stem end. Fill the 
center of the apple with- sugar or 
corn syrup. Add butter or other 
table fat and chopped nuts if you 
like, Cover the apples in a baking 
dish. Bake in a moderate oven 
until the apples are soft. Serve 
hot or cold.

CHAMPAIGN, Il, Oct. 14. 
ASTED fuel in peacetime 
meant wasted pennies out of 
the family purse. But wasted 
fuel in these wartimes means in- 
terference in our all-out effort to 
whip the gizzards out of Der 
Fuehrer and slant-eyed Hirohito. 


Right now, because of transpor- 
tation problems, we are faced with 
a fuel-shortage and it is the duty 
of every home owner in the United 
States to do his bit by reducing 
the consumption of fuel to the ab- 
solute minimum consistent with 
comfort. Few homes today are con- 
structed and managed so welf that 
fuel cannot be saved without reduc- 
ing the occupants to a state of 
teeth-chattering shivers. 


So check up on your heating hab- 
its and learn how you can keep 
comfortably warm while combining 
the benefits of easing the fuel- 
strain on your pocketbook and aid- 
ing in the war effort. 


At the University of Illinois, the 
Mechanical Engineering Depart- 
ment has carried on almost 25 
years of research in home heating. 
As a peacetime enterprise this re- 
search was aimed at dollar saving 
through fuel economy for the 
householder. But now the depart- 
ment findings have taken on added 
value; today they mean ways to 
combat the fuel-shortage and help 
win the war. 


The department’s heating experts 
make no suggestions that Mr. and 
Mrs. Joe Householder cannot carry 
out with little difficulty and a min- 
imum of expense. Most of them 
are just practical hints; a few 
mean .an outlay of cash. In this 
first instaliment of a two-part story 
are suggestions by which the aver- 
age family can save fuel without 
sting in any materials or equip- 


comfon, simply by developing a 
few thoughtful habits. 


First on the university’s sugges- 
tion list is: Avoid overheating. 
Overheating your little nest wastes 
fuel and takes its toll not only in 
dollars up the flue but in the actual 
health of your family. 


If you have a hand-fired coal 
heater, turn it off fore your 
house ig heated to the temperature 
you want. Maybe you didn’t know 
it but the temperature will con- 
tinue to rise after the furnace is 
turned off. If you’re one of those 
over-hot furnace tenders, Circular 
No. 46, recently published by the 
Engineering Experiment Station at 
the University of Iillinois, will in- 
struct you on how to maintain an 
even temperature instead of taking 
turns geting your home too hot for 
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comfort and then too cold by open- 
ing windows to reduce excess heat. 


If your heating plant is equipped 
with a thermostat, don’t set the 
thermostat for too high a temper- 
ature, Form the habit of wearing 
warmer clothing in the house. 
Every degree you increase your 
thermostat setting boosts fuel con- 
sumption approximately 3 per cent. 
And whether you believe it or not, 
it’s a scientifically proved fact that 
by reducing the house temperature 
6 to 10 degrees from about 10 p. m. 
to 5:30-a. m., you may obtain a 
fuel saving of from .7 to 10 per 
cent. 


Inspect you heating plant fre- 
quently. Be sure that all of the 
heating surfaces are clean at all 
times. Soot or fly ash will inter- 
fere with the flow of heat from 
the fire to the rooms you are heat- 
ing and tests made at the Univer- 
sity show that as little as one thir- 
ty-second of an iinch of soot will 
increase the fuel consumption of 
your plant 5 per cent. Be sure to 
keep your flue passages clean. If 
you are burning soft coal in a 
hand-fired heater, brush up on your 
firing technique, so that the soot 
formed will be reduced to a mini- 
mum. For foolproof directions on 
the care and feeding of furnaces, 
consult Circular No. 46, already 
mentioned, as a primer for fur- 
nace tenders, 

If you have a warm-air heating 
plant, see that the registers are 
open, that they’re not partially

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clogged with cobwebs and dirt and 
that furniture and rugs over the 
registers doesn’t interfere with 
their efficiency. Discourage the 
kids from putting rubbers and wet 
shoes on the registers and don’t 
forget that a rug over the cold air 
return register can give your heat- 
ing plant a bad case of furnace 
asthma. .

F your home is heated with 
| 0 water or steam, keep your 

radiator surfaces clean and don’t 
form the habit of hanging towels 
or clothes on the radiators. Drapes 
covering part of the radiators re- 
duce efficiency. If you’re using 
radiator shields, be sure they’re the 
proper type. Open the air valves 
on your radiators often so they 
won't become “air bound.” Univer- 
sity of Illinois’ Engineering Experi- 
ment Station Bulletin No. 223 will 
tell you how to treat a steam or 
hot-water heating system for max- 
imum performance. 

No doubt many of you have al- 
ready hit upon the fuel-saving de- 
vice of closing off unused rooms 
for the winter. But have you ever 
thought of sealing up the crack 
at the bottom of the door that 
the cold air will not flow into your 
heated rooms? —In—these- 
rooms all plumbing and water 
pipes should be drained or other- 
wise protected against freezing. 
And if you’re wondering just how 
much fuel you save by shutting off 
a room, you can figure the amount

It is useless to try to heat a 
room with open windows, so if 
bedroom windows are opened at 
night, the heat in that room 
should be entirely turned off and 
the door betwen the bedroom and 
the rest of the house closed during 
the time the windows are open. It 
will help a lot to place a throw rug 
against the crack at the bottom 
of the door to keep cold air from 
leaking into the rest of the house, 

Sunrooms present a tough heat- 
ing problem. Due to the large 
area of glass and the number of 
cracks around windows in these 
rooms, they put a terrific drain on 
the fuel supply. Like sunrooms, 
heated garages may be a mark of 
slight affluence and a real source 
of comfort and convenience, but 
many a patriotic householder is 
going without the pleasures of sun- 
rooms and heated garages this win- 
ter, If your garage has been heat- 
ed in the past but is going to go 
without heat this winter, be sure 
you take precaution to protect any 
exposed water pipes from freezing. 

ecause air cannot be seen, you 
may not realize how muclt warm 
air goes up a fireplace chimney if 
the damper is left open. Be sure 
the damper in the fireplace chim- 
ney is tightly closed when the fire- 
place is not in use. This helps to 
reduce fuel consumption by reduc- 
ing the amount of warm air escap- 
ing from the house. 


If your hot water or steam boiler 
is equipped with a service aqua- 
stat and used to supply hot water 
for dishes, baths and other domes- 
tic uses, be sure that the setting of 
this aquastat is no higher than 
necessary. The heat lost from the 
boiler and water storage tanks in- 
creases rapidly with increasing 
temperature.
